YOUR HEALTH 
What Early Attention 
Means In a Cancer Case

Y friend, Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman, is the 


consulting statistician of one of the largest 
insurance companies in the United States. 


In a recent article he pointed out that in this j 
country approximately 100,000 persona die front { 
cancer every year. 


Dr. Hoffman is very bitter in his denunciation 


of quacks and careless doctors. He rails against 
the "cancer specialists" with alleged cures which 
have no acceptable value. He is equally severe in ' 
his treatment of the spineless breed of doctor. 
DR- COMOAND 


"It is a scandalous indictment of negligence on the part of a con- 


siderable proportion of the medical profession," wrote Dr. Hoffman, 
'who permit cancer cases to drift 
along until the chance of Tin effec- 
tive operation is passed." 


He laments that in a large majori- 


ty of cases, patients who are sent to 
hospitals for operations are not sent 
until it is too late. 


With Dr. Hoffman's conclusions 


I am in full accord. 
It is a 


shame that so many unfortunato 
persons are permitted to go along 
with no effective effort to stay the 
progress of the disease. In the be- 
ginning, almost every case can be 
dealt with successfully, and yet these 
poor folks are given no chance at 
alL 


It is the common impression that 


cancer is on the increase. It must 
30 admitted that the number of 
cases reported by health authorities 
has increased. Certainly the deaths 
reported, as due to cancer have ma- 
Lerialiy increased. 
It must be recalled, however, that 


we have improved in our methods of 
diagnosis. 
We know a lot more 


about cancer and its recognition 
than the profession knew forty years 
ago. The use of the microscope, the 
general knowledge of pathology, and 
the use of more accurate and sys- 
tematic methods by the modern doc- 
tor, have done much to advance our 
skill in diagnosis. 
It is my conviction that the high 
mortality from cancer is due in great 
measure to our better methods rather 
than to a large increase in the num- 
>er of cases. VVe recognize as cancer 
many conditions which were counted 
formerly as innocent ailments. 
But whether there are really many 


more victims which, of course, may 
be the case, or whether there is 
jreater success in recognizing the 
terrible disease, the warning- is the 
same. The prevalence and possibil- 
ity of contracting 
cancer should 


make everybody—public and medi- 
cal profession alike—give heed to 
the necessity for early recognition 
in order that curative 
measures 


which are available may be applied 
when there is prospect of cure. 
In the early stages, cancer is 


curable. No one need dread finding 
out that cancer is present on the old 
theory that "it is hopeless, so what 
s the use!"

The Final Rites 


TJERHAPS nothing could better reveal 
JT the greatness of the office, 
in « 


worldly sense, that Warren G. Harding 
has laid down, than the ceremonies which 
attended the bringing back of his body to 
the White House. 
The funeral services 


at the national capitol were attended with 
the grim solemnity of military dignity, 
while the official rites were scarcely less 
imposing. 


The Army and the Navy functioned 


with characteristic precision. 
No detail 


was overlooked. With clock-like accuracy 
these mighty adjuncts of the presidential 
office contributed their last tokens of re- 
spect for their fallen head. 
Official 


Washington in like manner paid its re- 
spects with formality and rigid adherence 
to a pre-arranged schedule. 
All in all it 


was an all. inspiring scene and befitting 
the vastncss of the office to which hom- 
age was paid. 


But today in Marion a different scene 


Is being enacted. "The spurred and boot- 
ed riders" are absent. 
Martial pageantry 


will be omitted. Much of the pomp and 
heraldry of power was left behind amid 
the splendid temples of governmental 
Washington. 
In the little city of Marion, 


close to the countryside that gave* her 
illustrious son birth, a softer and more 
human scene will be enacted as an earthly 
body is given back to earth's gentle breast. 


Grizzled diplomats, *tern*visaged sol- 


diers and calculating statesmen will not 
be so much in evidence in the final cere- 
monies in Marion. A crowd more typical 
of America will fil! her streets. 
There 


will be less of pomp and fewer evidences 
of power and legal majesty, but perhaps 
more heartfelt grief as the body of a 
staunch friend and lovable neighbor is 
borne from a typical American middle 
class home to the cemetery where other 
friends, neighbors and relatives have pre- 
ceded him. 


In Washington the formal rites of 


State prevailed. 
In Marion the will of a 


gentle woman, the friend and counsellor 
of thirty years, will be obeyed. 
Here no 


escorts of dashing cavalry and rumbling 
artillery. 
Only the measured tread of 


hosts of old time friends, the genuine 
grief of those who knew him longest and 
best, the informal mede of respect of 
farmer and printer, of local business and 
professional men, of the children in the 
schools, of fellow publishers from the 
remotest bounds of the state; the finest 
tribute last, as he would have it. 


The Nation has returned the body to 


the wife of his youth, the woman who 
stood ever present during the years of 
poverty up the long hard road that led to 
the brief grasp upon power and fame - 
and still with him as he entered the 
Darkness. The last touch of officialdom 
has been administered. Today in Marion 
the scene is again human. 
Death has 


restored the head of the mightiest of na- 
tions into the higher estate of simple 
manhood. 
The old simple hymns of his 


church will be sung, his old pastor will 
pay a brief parting tribute and save the 
unusual concourse of people the funeral 
ceremonies over Warren Harding will be 
much as they would have been had he 
never occupied the presidential chair. 


Both scenes were fitting. 
That in 


Washington matched the power which 
was his as Chief Executive. 
That in 


Marion the unaffected grief over the 
dead and sympathy for the brave, true 
woman who never failed him at any turn 
in life. The State and the People have 
each paid tribute and both in the way 
that expressed them best. The Nation in 
its majesty has had its hour of formal 
reverence. 
Now to the inner circle, the 


widow, the father, the brother, the friend 
and neighbor, is committed the last tender 
service at the bier of the dead.
